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Famous Automata. 

No automaton or deception over had 
such a success as tho automaton chess- 
player, which for more than half a cen- 
tury astonished and delighted tho whole 
of Europe. Tho chess-player was con- 
structed in 17 L> ( .) by Van Kempolen, a 
gentleman of Presburg in Hungary. It 
was exhibited to thousands in Pres- 
burg, Vienna, and Paris, immediately 
after its completion. In 1783-'SI it was 
exhibited in London and other parts 
of England. After this it seems to have 
fallen out of repair. In 181'J Maelzel, 
tho mechanician, overhauled it, and 
exhibited it in Great Britain in that 
and tho following year, where "it ex- 
cited," says Sir David Brewster, "as 
intense an interest as when it was lirst 
produced in Germany." Tho chess- 
player was a life-sized figure, clothed 
in a Turkish dress, and seated behind 
a largo chest or box — somewhat resem- 
bling a library-desk— three and a half 
feet long, two foot deep, and two and 
a half feet high. Tho machine ran on 
casters. Tho chess-player sat on a chair 
fixed to the square chest; his right arm 
rested on the table, and in the loft ho 
held a pipe, which was removed during 
tho game, as it was with that hand that 
he made tho moves. A chess-board, 
eighteen inches square and bearing the 
usual number of pieces, was placed 
bofore the figure. Tho exhibitor then 
unlocked four doors, two in tho front 
and two in tho back of tho chest, and 
held a lighted candlo at the opouiug 
by which to exhibit the machinery, 
which consisted of levers, wheels, cyl- 
inders, and pinions. The figure was also 
examined, and out of a drawer at the 
bottom and front of the chest a small 
box of counters, a set of chess-men, 
and a cushion for the automaton's arm, 
were taken. All the doors aad drawers 
were then closed and locked— the 
spectators having satisfied themselves 
that there was no place for a concealed 
person— tho exhibitor busied himself 
in adjusting tho mechanism from 
bohind tho chest, removed tho pipo 
• from the figure's hand, and wound up 
tho machinery. 

Tho automaton was then ready for 
play, which began as soon as an op- 
ponent was found in tho audience. The 
automaton took tho frst move in all 
cases. "At every move made by tho 
automaton tho wheels of tho machine 
are hoard in action ; the figure moves 
its head, and seems to look over every 
part of tho chess-board. When it gives 
check to its opponent it shakes its head 
thrice, and only twico when it checks 
tho queen. It likewise shakes ils head 
whou a falso move is made, replaces its 
adversary's pieco on tho square from 
which it was taken, and fakos tho next 
move itself. In general, though not 
always, the automaton wins tho game 
During the progress of the game tho 
exhibitor stands near tho machine, and 
winds it up like a clock after it has 
made ton or twelve moves. At other 
times ho went to a corner of tho room, 
as if to consult a small, square box 
which stood opeu for this purpose." 

Psycho, the whist-player, has not im- 
proved much upon the automaton chess- 
player invented more than a hundred 
years ago. Von Kempelen never pre- 
tended that the automaton really played 
the game. Gn tho other hand, ho dis- 
tinctly said that tho efl'octs of tho 
machine "appeared so marvelous only 
from tho boldness of tho conception, 
and the fortunate choice of tho method* 
adopted for illusion." There is now 
little doubt that a person was contained 
in tho chest who really played the game 
of chess, and that tho ostentatious ex- 
hibition of the machinery was simply 
to throw the spectator oil' his guard. 

Wo havo no spaco to describo Bab- 
bage'.s calculating machine and Jovon's 
logical machine; but, before leaving 
this entertaining subject, it may not be 
inappropriate to add that automatic 
constructions are not as usoloss as thoy 
seem. As Sir David Brewster well says: 
"Tho elements of tho tumbling pup- 
pots wero revived in tho chronometer, 
and the shapeless wheol which directed 
tho hand of tho drawing automaton 
now serves to guido*tho movements of 
the tambotiring-engiuo. Thoso mechan- 
ical wondeis which in one century 
enriched ouly tho conjurer who used 
them contributed in another to augment 
the wealth of tho nation; and thoso 
automatic toys which onco amused tho 
vulgar aro now employed in extending 
tho i3owur and prompting tho civiliza- 
tion of our species." — Prom Apploton'a 
Journal for September. 



-ZErial Torpedoes. — Humanitarians , 
who look for tho suppression of war 
by tho dovolopoment of tho deadliest 
engines of warfare, will (says tho 
Globo) read with satisfaction a sug- 
gestion recently thrown out for a 
further employment of tho torpodo. 
A torpedo balloon, the device is to be 
styled; and the namo is a sufficient in- 
dication of its naturo. A balloon is to 
bo constructed capable of rising with a 
torpedo beneath it, and starting to 
windward of a camp or fortitied city, 
or whatever it is desired to destroy, is 
to be burst or detached by means which 
it would be easy to contrive, and thus 
allow its cargo of death and destruc- 
tion to fall into tho midst of the enemy. 
The detachment of tho torpedo, it is 
suggested, might bo effected with great 
easo and certainty by means of a thin 
oloctrie wire, and the proper moment 
for dropping the charge, in order to 
explode it on any given point, would 
beamatter of instrumental observation 
and a little practice. The idea seems 
to bo fearfully practicable; and apart 
from tho consideration that tho very 
perfection of modern warfare seems 
really to present tho most hopeftd 
prospect of universal peaco, it might 
be denounced as too frightful an idea 
to be entertaiuod by civilized combat- 
ants. By means of such an engiuea 
fortitied place might bo attacked from 
a point from which no guns could be 
brought into action, and without tho 
smallest opportunity of retaliation. 
The carnage and devastation by tho 
explosion of a torpedo in a fortress or 
camp would be infinitely greater than 
abombsholl could produce, and while 
to tho besiegers oven a failure need 
involvo no harm or even dan- 
ger, the balloon might be floated 
out of the rango of shot, and to the 
besieged would be fraught with ruin 
against which no conceivable defence 
would avail anything. The effect of a 
torpedo dropped into a garrisoned 
fortress or a fortitied camp would bo 
something really dreadful to contemp- 
late. 

Military Attaches in War. — Wo are 
assured, says tlio "Army and Navy- 
Gazette, " there is not tho loast found- 
ation for tho story that tho Bussiau 
military authorities havo offered a re- 
ward for— -put a prico on the head of 
Sir Arnold Kemball, it, we presume, 
being still on his shoulders. That 
officer is in a perfectly legitimate and 
recognized position, at tho head- 
quarters of a friendly army in Asia 
Minor, as tho military representative 
of a neutral Power, just as Colonel 
Wellesley is at tho hoad of the Itussiau 
head-quarters in Europe, if Sir A. 
Kemball were to fall into tho hands of 
the Itussiaus, all that could bo done if 
they wished to bo very ill-disposed 
would be to treat, him as tho Prussians 
treated Colonel Beilly when he fell 
into their hands on the capture of 
Orleans. Colonel ileill y was military 
attache at tho French head-quarters at 
the time, and ho was transferred by 
tho Bed Prince to tho head-quarters of 
tho German army at Versailles, whence 
ho was permitted to proceed to Eng- 
land on tho very natural understanding 
that ho would not return to the French 
side af tor what ho had seen of the German 
positions between Orleans and Versailles, 
but his hoad was quite safe. Sir A. Kem- 
ball is an olliccr of the Indian Artillery, 
and is a man of judgment, who would not 
commit any indiscretion such as the Rus- 
sians charge him with in assuming the 
control cf military operations and giving 
advice to tho Turkish Generals. It is 
rather a failing of our own to beliovo that 
if .British officers are on the spot they 
"inspire" thoso around them and bocomu 
masters of the situation; and tho defence 
of Bilistria and of Kara, tho former vary 
successful, tho latter ending iu an hon- 
ourable) capitulation, were made especial- 
ly attractive to us by tho part which was 
played by British officers in legitimate 
warfare

Serious Accident to Mr. Justice Crease. 
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While Jndgo Crease was riding over 
the trail betwiieii Sylvestei's Landing to 
tli« town of McDamo bis horse Btambled 
aud fell, tho Judge' being thrown forward 
cn the pummel of the saddle (Mexican) 
from vrhieh be received very serious in- 
jury, ■which it was feared at one time 
might bo fatal. Notwithstanding the in 
tonso suffering resulting from the acci- 
dent tho Judge, with a courage that ex- 
cited tho admiration and amazement of 
nil, proceeded to hold Court while lying 
on a stretcher, anil although physically 
ho helpless that ho could not move a 
musclo, ho went through tho business of 
the Court in a manner that showed him 
in no respect wanting in his wonted men- 
tal vigor. Tho deepest sympathy was 
manifested by tho, people of tho district 
for tho honorable and learned gentleman. 
"Weorogluil to loam that on J i i m arrival 
ioro last evening Judge Grease was rapid- 
ly recovering from the effect of the fall. 
In coming out from tho mines Judge 
<Jroaso wan packed over tho trail between 
Deaso Lake and Telegraph Creel;, a dis- 
tance of nearly 100 miles, on a stretcher 
liorue by eight Indians. The .situation 
was «, trying one for the honorable Judge. 
Efp one who has not boon over tho trail 
over which bo was carried will be aide to 
from .a.n adequate idea of the nature of 
the undertaking, The descent to and as- 
ssnt frou) the two forka of the Stiokeon 
lUvor was under tho circumstances simply 
terrific. Ou more than one occasion the 
stretchor was necessarily in a perpendicu- 
lar position with tho Judge's he; 
hill, and hail it not been that ho ' 
ly strapped to tho stretcher i : 1 
leathern bands it is obvious i 
Judge and Inn couch' would oftentimes 
on the journey have parted company in a 
rather unceremonious manner. It is 
worthy of note that notwithstanding his 
oonttent suffering the Judge seemed to 
thiuk moro lightly of tho dangers of the 
situation than any other person in tho 
party that accompanied him. 

Cassiar. — Tho news from Cassiar by 
Grappler of yesterday is somewhat scan- 
ty. MoDames Creek still pays well, the 
new diggings towards tho hill are now 
working hack from tho erode. The ac- 
counts from Thibsrt are very satisfac- 
tory, a largo number of men lining at 
work there, wages being good; though 
this creek is doing well it promises to do 
fiueh better. Tho groat drawback this 
season has boon the very high water, 
which however Is now going down somo- 
what. Many of the minors are now think- 
ing of coming down for tho winter; most 
of thaso aro men working for wages.

The notice yesterday of this brilliant 
affair was necessarily brief, being confin- 
ed to a description of the saltatory por- 
tion of tho programme.

Cassiar Matters. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho returned from Cas- 
siar yesterday by tho steamer Grappler 
itnd reports favorably of tho prospects of 
tho district. He brought down samples 
of oats, barley and timothy from Kueo 
Camp Ranch, a short distance fromDoaso 
lake, aud the specimens show conclusive- 
ly that cereals may he successfully cul- 
tivated in that latitude. Ho saw potatoes 
and other vegetables at Pleasant Camp 
Ranch and other places in the district 
that would huvo been croditablo in any of 
the farming districts in tho lower country. 
If Gassier mines could bo supplied with 
homegrown produce instead of having 
every pound of food consumed packed in 
an the backs of mules, mining operations 
could be carried on at a much * reduced 
cout which would make them much moro 
remunerative thau at prorent. While at 
Deaso Crook a deputation of tho merch- 
ants and miners waited on Mr. Smitheto 
confer with him as to the requirements 
and prospects of tho district. As one of 
tho results of the interview a subscription 
was sot on foot fortho establishment of an 
hospital. It is expected that at least 
$3000 will be raised in tho district, which 
amount, it is hoped, will bo supplement- 
ed by a Governmental grant.

Cassiar Assize— Supreme Court and 
County Court. 



(Bator* tho Hon, Mr. Justico Crenuo.) 

His Lordship hold a County Court at 
MoDamo's Creek ou tho 25d August and 
at tho opening of tho Court Mr. Thoodoro 
Davie stated that ho had boon requested 
by a number of the inhabitants of the vi- 
cinity, representing, ho was sure, tho en- 
tiro community of Cassiar, to convoy their 
appreciation of tho effort to promote tho 
welfare of the District evinced by His 
Lordship's visit to MoDamo's Creok. Ho 
(Mr. Davie) had boon dosirod to assure 
him that although his judicial attention 
would not on the present occasion be di- 
rected to many cases, his advent had 
created a universal feeling of satisfaction 
in shewing that the Executive is alivo to 
tho requirements of ho largely populated 
a district. Mr. Davie further stated that 
general sympathy was expressed at His 
Lordship's unfortunate acoidont while in 
tkfl discharge of his high official duties, 
aud that all trusted ho would speedily re- 
gain his wonted vigor and strength. 

The Judgo in return acknowledged the 
hearty assistance and sympathy ho had 
roemved on all sides. Tho aoeidont was 
purely an accident against which no caro 



could guard and its effect was much miti- 
gated by tho sonso of its being incurred 
on duty. Happily it had not affected his 
capacity for work. On arriving at Dense 
Creok he found the Asbizo business would 
not bo re uly for several days, so at tho 
urgent request of suitors aud professional 
men aud following tho intention and spir- 
it of tho arrangements made as to tho 
places of Assizo, by tho Government, who 
no doubt must have felt sympathy and in- 
terest iu men who in following thoirown 
pursuits wore opening up the resources of 
such a far country, ho had oouiu 120 miles 
further dowu a rapid river to MoDamo's 
Creek and was ready to hear all tho eases 
they had to bring.

On tho 28th August a Court of Assize 
and Nisi Prius was hold at Lakotown bo- 
foro Mr. J ustice Creaso, Clifford Cogau, 
Esq., officiating as Doputy Registrar, aud 
the following gentlemen sworn as a Grand 
Jury:— S. UoNouvion, Louis Hart, Pa- 
trick Gannon, Jacob Lenz, Charles Hamp- 
ton, William Horsford, John Grahatno, 
Wm. II. Bennett, Jamos Quigloy, David 
Flannury, S. Luwia, Miehels Lebarge, S. 
A. Collins, David Edwards, Jas. C. Mc- 
Crimmon, George Fuirbrothor, Jauns 
Copoland, Henry Thibert, Joseph Coy- 
ettoo, William Rath, Thomas King, J. S. 
Jackson, Morris Moss. Lewis Hart was 
solocted as Foreman. 

Tho learned Judgo, who throughout 
evinced vigor aud force unexpected under 
the circumstances, then delivered the fol- 
lowing charge: 
Gentlemen of the Grand Jury, 

The first time of transacting any impor- 
tant affair in life is interesting, aud 1 ean 
assure you that the first visit of a Judge 
to Cassiar is no exception to the rule. 

Tho magnificent scenery, tho Lava 
Beds, the miles and miles of glaciers, the 
wonderful system of sheltered coast navi- 
gation, tho facilities for interior river 
navigation, not only up to tho North 
American watershed, but tbonce north- 
ward dowu tho artio slopo to tho North- 
ern ocean; abovo all, the highly minor- 
alized character of tho country that oue 
passes through to roach Lakotown, thi- 
bort Creok aud McDamo Creok, 1200 miles 
north from Victoria, make a first visit to 
Cassiar a memorable era in a life. * 

That tho journey is not to be effected 
always without personal risk and dangor 
I cau also bear witness. 

That is why I am obligod to throw my- 
solf on your consideration, if I cannot on 
this occasion appear attired boforo you in 
a manner befitting the office or tho occa- 
sion. 

I have, however, under .Providence to 
thank the unremitting caro and foro- 
thought of your sheriff and othor old 
friends whom I found horo, that I am 
able to appear and transact efficiently all 
tho business that may bo brought before 
the Court. 

It is a subject of congratulation that 
thoro are no criminal casos on tho calen- 
dar. It speaks well for your magistrate, 
It proves not only tho lav/ abiding char- 
acter of Cassiar, hut also tho efficiency 
with which tho offencos aro prevented by 
the watchful eye and strong arm of the 
law, and tho deterrent offoot upon crime 
which is exerted by the effectiveness of 
tho present systom, magisterial aud judi- 
cial, under which British Canadian law is 
administered throughout the Province. 

Tho object of all law is to prevent 
crime. It wus not intended at first that 
thoro should be an assizo at Cassiar, 
the expense and distauco aro »o groat, 
so much greater than is generally con- 
ceived. Howover, I suppose tho care and 
sympathy of the Govornuiout for mon 
opening up tho country and its resources, 
at such a distanoe from civilization, and 
the increased prospect of permanency in 
the gold diggings, and consequently of 
the population of Cassiar, has induced 
them to doclaro an assize hero also, to 
meet and hear you, gentlemen, on all sub- 
jects affecting the Queen's peace and good 
order in tho district. 

But, gentlemen of tho jury, though 
thoro are no criminal cases on tho calen- 
dar your presenoe to-day, so many miles 
and at such oxpenso, away from your or- 
dinary habitations, is of extreme value to 
this part of the country. 

You aro to understand that you havo 
still many high and important funotioua 
to discharge. The country expects you 
to do so faithfully. 

If you know of any crimes or offencos 
outside, not presented through the mo- 
dium of tho magistrate, who has to he 
moved to action by criminal information 
of third parties, you need not wait for tho 
oaths of other mon, but you may present 
the offeudor by name of your own know- 
lodge aud motion, and I will aeo ho is in- 
dicted aud if guilty punished. 

You may present all nuisances of all 
kinds whatsoover, Theso I need not des- 
cribe, ovorybody knows what nuisances 
arn. All brothels, all gambling houses, 
wboro tho unwary minor is stripped of the 
results of tho season's sweat and toil iu a 
fow minutes. 

Any dog lighting or othor brutalizing 
practico, any breach of Sunday or othor 
social laws, it is your duty to present; but 
tho persona must be presented by name, 
that I may have thorn indicted according- 
ly. You may present all dangerous im- 
pediments on the King's highway; all im- 
pediments dangerous to lifo or linah on 
tho roads, trails or bridges. But I may 
be permitted to say so, you must not bo 
unreasonable in your wants or wishes or 
you may not get them. Tho country oan't 
afford much. J'hero is less income now 
than thoro was oven a fow years ago to ex- 
pend in trails and interior improvements. 

It is impossible for a stranger to come 
up to Cassiar without being struok with 
the great amounts expended in making 
trails, no end of bridges and miles upon 
miles of corduroy, as well as outtingaway 
miles of river blockades and tho like, so 
that it would bo unreasonable to expect 
more than a gradual and reasonable im- 
provement of present trails by the remov- 
al of existing impediments and the exten- 
sion of no\v ones. 

Remember Cassiar though an important 
and extensive District is only a small 
part of British Columbia and ovory Gov- 
ernment has to divide what it can among 
all. The groat drawback of the country 
is tho immense distances to he travelled 
from place to place. I see many men bafora 
mo at this moment who know by travel- 
ling experienco tho vast distances that tho 
chief centres of population are from each 
othor. Cariboo is 700 milns north-east 
from Victoria; Kootenoj 800milei direct 
east from Victoria. Wo are hero 1200 
■ miles direct north from Victoria. Tho 



beof wo are oatiug has travelled 1,000 
milos on foot before wo could get it, aud 
there is litllo settled population in tho 
intervening country to bridgo the distan- 
ces over, consequently tho expense of 
governing and improving such a Pro- 
vince, as large as soveral European king- 
doms [ mt together with such a tiny income 
us wo have is wonderfully exhausted. 

Each separate place has to havo asopar- 
ate staff of everything, at vast expense, 
so I loavo you to guess how muoh is loft 
for improvements. 

It is also your especial proviuoe to pro- 
Bont upon all othor matters of general and 
social intorest, which go under tho head 
of everybody's and nobody's business. 
That is your business. 

Ever since I havo been in this part of 
tho country I have boon shut out from all 
communication with the outer world by 
letter, so I am not surprised to hear com- 
plaints of your postal communications. 

If suoh considerations should extend to 
your body, as there is no Dominion ofli 
cor horo but myself, I must toll you that 
thoso matters aro the solo province of tho 
Ottawa Government. The Provincial 
Govornmout has nothing to do with tho 
postoflice. 

Tho Ottawa peoplo havo always shown 
themselves most anxiouj to extend all 
sorts of postal facilities to British Colum- 
bia. They oven strained the law at tho 
time of union in ordor at once to 
supersede our own ineffective and horri- 
bly expensive old system by their cheap 
postal law. Instead of half a dollar ox- 
press wo now pay >i cents for a letter from 
Victoria to Cariboo or any othor part of 
Canada. So they will naturally not for- 
get you. 

It is also your province to present all 
that calls for your notice as tho adminis- 
tration of tho law. It is your especial 
caro also to see that in such a community 
as this proper court buildings should be 
established for holding Supreme Courts 
and the accommodation of judges, bar and 
jurors. Thoso might be so constructed 
as to afford a rosidonco for your excellent 
magistrate and perhaps somo of his offi- 
cers, whilo not in actual use for Court 
purposes. 

All governments havo boeu anxious to 
establish as many as thoy can of these 
where really required. 

If tho assistance of tho Supreme Court 
is at all useful it is worth whilo to niako 
its surroundings at least decont. 

All thoso things or such others as aro 
within your provinoo and not political 
(for tho Suprome Court has nothing to 
do with politics), yon can at any timo 
present until the Court loaves aud your 
recommendations Bhall receive full and 
respectful attention and bo forwarded to 
tho proper quarters with suitable obser- 
vations. 

Tho jury having retired the ease of Mi- 
chael Rielly vs. Patrick Gannon was call- 
ed ou and resulted a verdict for plaintiff 
for §50.

On tho eve of coming into Court a num- 
ber of cases for accounts on the docket 
were confessed aud settled. 

Several applications in chambers for 
change of vonuo and other matter* were 
disposed of after occupying the whole 
day.

Mr. Loggatt appeared ou behalf of H. 
Thibert for letters of administration to 
the ostato of tho deceasod. Assets sworn 
under 81700. 

Application granted. 

Tho following report of tho Grand Jury 
was handed in by the Foromau, Mr. Louis 
Hart. 

May it please the Court— 

Wo, the Grand Jury of Cassiar, now as- 
sembled at Lakelowu, beg to tender you 
our sincere sympathy and regrot at tha 
lato accident sustained by your Lordship, 
and sincerely trust its result will not be 
so serious as your Lordship might antici- 
pate. 

We regrot this accident the moro that 
it occurred whilo your Lordship was on 
the way to hold Court at MoDamo's Creok, 
and thereby establishing a precedent 
which we hope will always be followed 
hereafter, as it will bo a great saving of 
money nnd time to tho residents of that 
district; and tho inhabitants of this dis- 
trict cannot but feel thankful in having 
a gontleman visit them iu'tho perform- 
ance of this duly who seems to study 
thoir convenience entirely at, no doubt 
under tho circumstances, severe suffering 
to himself. 

It must bo a mattor of gratification to 
yoursolf, aud one of pride to us, to Hee 
the calendar void of crime. It must speak 
well both for our diligent Gold Commis- 
sioner and his subordinates, and also for 
tho law abiding peoplo who support them. 
To pursue tho subject further thoro can 
he no doubt that tue annual sitting tends 
in a groat measure to tho prevention of 
crime, and it was with feelings of regret 
that wo heard your Lordship hint at tho 
possible discontinuance of tho Cassiar 
sessions. We beg tho Government most 
strongly to reconsider this matter, for 
although wo have this year a cleau calen- 
dar, yet it. must bo borne in miud pro- 
bably no other community of like num- 
bers on tho American continent can show 
tho samo, and it would bo folly to (mat 
our safety to a presumed continuance of 
such, or on account of tho expenditure 
and cost small in comparison with tho 
good effected. 

We visited the gaol and think tho au- 
horities .' ere deserve praise for the much 
wanted improvements made therein. 

Wo cannot help expressing our surprise 
that no attention was paid to our recom- 
mendation last year in reference to tho 
want of court house accommodation, and 
wo cannot but think it dotracts from tho 
dignity of the court to soo it encamped 
hero in poor canvas tents during tho ses- 
sions. 

Thoro is a movement on foot hero to 
erect a hospital for the sick, and wo feel 
certain tho Govornmout will show its ap- 
preciation of no good an objoct by grant- 
ing tho usual appropriation towards tho 
support of samo. 

Wo cannot forbear expressing our in- 
dignation at tho manner in which tho 



Federal Government havo treated us in 
regard to mail com UYunioations. AVero it 
published abroad it would BOaroely bo 
credited that in tho nineteenth century a 
community numbering ovor fifteen hun- 
dred men were allowed only fivo mails 
during the year at au expense of a fow 
hundred dollars. Thoro is no reason 
whatever (except that of false economy) 
why a mail should not bo sent from Vic- 
toria by Gvory steamer during tho sum- 
mer, and monthly during tho winter to 
Fort Wrangel. Moans cau always bo 
found oven during winter months (No- 
vember nnd April excepted) to havo tho 
mails forwarded at a comparatively low 
figure. 

With this in view wo recommend tho 
authorities to erect two or three small log 
cabins on tho lower portion of theStickeon 
River for tho accommodation of mail car- 
riers. 

Wo can safely tell our legislators that 
moro discontent is caused by the poor 
mail facilities than any other cause; un- 
less it bo tho non-creation of Cassiar into 
an electoral district. 

Men who are taxod heavier than any 
othor class, and wdioso eyes aro now open- 
od to tho importance of their distriet,oan- 
not but think with anger at tho slight put 
upon their intelligence by not being al- 
lowed a voico in tho selection of repre- 
sentatives to frame laws and carry ou tho 
Government of tho country. 

To prevent future trouble and difficul- 
ties with tho Indians on tho overland 
routo, especially by tho Upper Skeena 
Rivor, wo beg to suggest tho advisability 
of sending the Indian Commissioners 
thoro early next session. This spring tho 
Indians devoured two steers belonging to 
Mr. Felker, and shot two belonging to 
Mr. Gannon. 

As thero is a groat part of this country 
unexplored we, as Grand Jurors, hog to 
suggest to the Government that thoy oiler 
some inducements in the shape of a bonus 
to tho minors of this district to prospect 
tho samo. Hitherto men who havo gouo 
ahead exploring and made discoveries 
generally got tho least compensation for 
thoir labor. Wo consider -the Govern- 
ment should give a money reward to par- 
ties successful in striking a new mining 
camp, and they should be rewarded ac- 
cording to tho importance of somo. 

In aakiug for this . wo only follow out 
tho custom ruling in Australia and New 
Zealand. 

We are glad to seo a trail being cut 
around the lake (Deaso) and trust tho 
authorities will seo lit to continue the 
same to Thibert Creek, as many persons 
are put to great inconvenience and delay 
in tho spring of tho year before tho lako 
opens. 

Wo also trust that tho Government will 
explore a new cattle trail from the Skeena 
Rivor to this part of tho Province, which 
will pass through a good grass conntry. 

In conclusion wo trust your Lordship 
may soon rocover from all serious effects 
of your late accident ; may have a safo aud 
speedy return to your family, and that 
you will do your best with the Ministry 
to forward our views expressed herein.

Tho Grand Jury were then discharged 
with thanks for their valuable services to 
the country. Shortly afterwards tho fol- 
lowing reply to their report wns received 
by tho Grand Jury: 

In Camp, Laketon, Gapsiab, 
30th August, 1877. 

To the Foreman and Gentlemen of tho 
Grand Jury — Sir and Gentlemen:— I have 
the honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
your presentment of the 29Lh inst., and 
return my grateful thanks for the sympa- 
thy you have extended to me whilo suffer- 
ing from a serious injury while on duty. 
But for tho aid of your Sheriff and one of 
your most prominent merchants, render- 
ed at tho critical moment. I might not 
now havo beeu here to address you. 

All tho matters in your presentment sot 
forth shull bo duly forwarded with suit- 
able comment and support to the authori- 
ties whoso province it is to deal with tho 
same — with one exception, however, viz: 
tho recommendation to bestow a niernbor 
on Cassiar. 

The representatives of all the rest of 
tho Proviuco havo so frequently and 
unanimously declared in Parliament in 
favor of absolutely and entirely exclud- 
ing judges of all kinds from mixing in 
polities or introducing them from tho 
Bench (to the extent oven of refusing 
them tho franchise) that you will not be 
surprised that I cannot, in this respect, 
bo of tho least service tb you; but must 
adhere to tho doctrines laid dowu in my 
charge that tho Supremo Court, of which 
you aro important coadjutors, havo no- 
thing to do with politicfi in their sessions. 
Tho moment the Courts meddle in politics 
thoir impartiality is gone, the integrity of 
the Judges becomes doubtful, and one in- 
stitution at least, which has soared high 
abovo all party conflicts and is regarded 
on all sidos as should bo Caisar's wife, 
becomes deservedly au object of suspi- 
cion. Confidence goos; and not only pro- 
perty, but limb aud life itself becomes un- 
safe; and tho moral force of the Court, 
upon which aloue it relies for the enforce- 
ment of its decrees, is destroyed, to the 
irreparable damage of peace, ordor and 
good govornmout. 

All your othor presentments, howover, 
will bo strongly advocated, especially in- 
creased facilities of mail communication, 
tho extension of which throughout Bri- 
tish Columbia has, its I explained to you 
from tho Bench, been at least one honor- 
able distinction of the Ottawa Government 
since Confederation. 

There is something so cheery and bright 
Cassiar and its surroundings 1 , and so 
juud a baso apparently for its prospects, 
that one would fain hope that all your 
wishes for its development may be speedi- 
ly realized.

Soveral other casos were then heard and 
adjudicated on. Upon Mr. Justico Croaso 
being informed that thero were no moro 
eases of any kind to be disposed of and 
all tho business had been completed, tho 
Judge left Deaso oreek on a strotchor 
borne by Indians, and tho Court adjourn- 
ed to Telegraph crook and afterwards to 
Glenora Lauding on Sept. 6th. No cases 
at either place in tho Supremo or County 
Courts ready for trial.
